Remodeling work 
is rapidly nearing completion and 
as soon as suitable show cases have 
been installed, the members of the 
historical society will commence to 
place on exhibit many of the his- 
torical items and relics that will be 
loaned by citizens of the county. 


Miss Eleanor Roberson will also 
have a desk in the building and 
will assist the secretary in many 
of the clerical duties of the office. 
At the same time Miss Roberson 
will be available for public steno- 
graphic work, a service for which 
there has been a steadily increasing 
demand. 

Secretary Ripley expressed appre- 
ciation for the many courtesies that 
have been shown over a long period 
by the Raffles Hotel in providing 
free desk space in the lobby of the 
hotel. The many other facilities of 
the hotel have been constantly 
available to the members of the 
chamber of commerce and this fact 
has been an important factor in the 
general expansion of the work of 
the chamber. 


“Mind A Blank” 
Says Slayer 


Jury In Russi Murder 
May Decide Fate Of 
Gardener Late Today 


SACRAMENTO — Lloyd Wesley 
Smith, 62-year-old handy man, took 
the witness stand in superior court 
Tuesday to testify his mind was a 
blank during the time he seized a 
stick of stove wood and beat to 
death his employer, Grover Russi, 
Freeport rancher, March 8. 

Smith took the witness stand to 
defend himself against a charge of 
first degree murder in which the 
prosecution, conducted by J. Fran- 
cis O'Shea and Richard Lawrence, 


deputy district attorneys, asked for} 


the death penalty. 

The thin, nervous farm worker, 
befriended by the Russis for six 
years, said he remembered nothing 
after Russi assertedly slapped him 
on the ear as the family was sitting | 
down to breakfast. 

But Lawrence read into the re- 
cord statements made by Smith 
shortly after the killing in which he 
admitted drinking a quantity of 
Wine the morning of the murder, 
and admitted striking Russi twice 
with the stovewood, once as the lat- 
ter lay on the floor of the kitchen. 

The jury of nine women and three 
men was expected to receive the 
case late Wednesday. Smith also has 
pleaded not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity, but examining psychiatrists 
have declared him sane. He is de- 
fended by Attorney James F. Gaff- 
ney.

HIS POSITION 


Assemblyman Replies To 
Recent Criticism By 
Democratic Committee 


The following reply to “an open 
letter recently addressed to him by 
the El Dorado County Democratic 
Central Committee was made by As- 
semblyman Allen G. Thurman un- 
der date of May lst. 


The letter of the committee was 
printed in these columns last week. 
We now have Assemblyman Thur- 
man’s reply, addressed to George 
E. Faugsted, chairman, and A. C. 
Winkelman, secretary, of the county 
Democratic Central Committee. 

The letter follows: 

Gentlemen: 

I have before me your open letter 
dated April 22, 1939 in which you 
criticize my actions as the repre- 
sentative of the people of the Sixth 
Assembly District and in which al- 
so you refer to the action taken by 
the senate in taking action powers 
away from the Lieutenant Gover- 
non of the state. 

I thank you for your letter and 
am happy to reply and explain my 
position as the representative of the 
people of the largest assembly dis- 
trict in the state of California. And 
in replying I am also mailing copies 
of the reply to the other Democratic 
Central Committees of the Sixth As- 
sembly District as well as to the 
newspapers and the other parties to

First, so that we may better un- 
derstand each other, I desire to state 
that I sought the office on a non- 
partisan basis; that too was the ba- 
sis on which I was elected and that j 
is the basis on which I am endeavor- 
ing to serve the people of my dis- 
trict.

Interpreted In 
Labor Standard 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Wage- 
hour administrator Elmer F. An- 
drews ruled today that “hours 
worked” under the fair labor stand- 
ards act means all time at which 
the employe is on duty, on the em- 
ployer’s premises, at a prescribed 
work place, or permitted to work 
even if he is not required to do so. 

He released an interpretative bul- 
letin prepared by General Counsel 
Calvert Magruder’s office, which 
discussed status of employes who 
travel on company business, who 


{are subject to call 24 hours a day, 


and other special cases. 


Time clocks. it added, would be 
an appropriate basis for determin- 
ing hours only when they accurately 
reflect the period worked by the em- 
ploye. If a worker was required to 
be present for a considerable time 


| before punching the clock, such an 


interval would be included in work- 
ing hours.

FEBRUARY JOB INSURANCE 
PAYMENTS IN COUNTY 
TOTAL $24,849.20 


Payment of unemployment insur- 
ance reached a new peak in Pla- 
cerville area, according to announce- 
ment Wednesday by Ford Park, 
manager of the Department of Em- 
ployment at 596 Main Street here. 

State-wide distribution of unem- 
ployment checks during March 
reached the new high total of $4,- 
361,058.13, according to reports Park 
received from Sacramento, nearly 
$1,500,000 more than has been dis- 
tributed in any one month since the 
department started payment of ben- 
efits in February, 1938. 

Checks distributed in Placerville-to- 
taled 2,347, Park said, and brought 
a total of $24,849.20 to this com- 
munity. 

Up to March 31, the unemployed 
in this district have received 9,- 
974 checks, in the sum of $104,- 
799.13. 

Heavy increase in check distribu- 
tion,’ Park said, “is attributed to 
changes in the Unemployment Re- 
serves Act effective January 30; the 
fact that many persons completed 
benefit years and refiled claims on 
1938 earnings and seasonal unem- 
ployment.”

“Wooden Box” 
Value Told 


Homecraft Institute 
Hears Of Importance 
Of Aiding Campaign 


The importance of supporting the 
“Wooden Box Campaign,” now in 
its third year in El Dorado County 
and in other leading lumbering cen- 
ters of the west, was explained to 
the homemakers attending the open- 
ing meeting of the Homecraft Insti- 
tute on Wednesday by Russell 
Downs, of the campaign headquar- 
ters at Klamath Falls, 


Mr. Downs, who was here espe- 
cially to assist the El Dorado County 
Wooden Box Committee pointed out 
that the cut of lumber in the county 
last year was one hundred five mil- 
lion feet and that forty per cent of 
this lumber goes into the manufac- 
ture of wooden boxes. 


The lumber industry in the coun- 
ty employs approximately 1,500 men 
and is the direct support of 4,500 
men, women and children. 


Mr. Downs urged that it is im- 
portant that the homemakers of a 
community in which lumbering 
plays so prominent a part, should 
assist the campaign by favoring in 
their shopping goods which are 
shipped in wooden boxes, thus en- 
couraging the use of wooden boxes 
and contributing vitally to the sup- 
port of the wooden box industry. 

He pointed out that competent 
estimates of the payroll in El Do- 
rado County industries last year 
show lumbering leading the list with 
$1,800,000. Agriculture was second 
in importance with $1,400,000 and 
mining third with $1,200,000.

Allow to rise again and 
bake 3 to 4 hours in moderate oven.

One-Sided Treatment Is 
Discouraged By FHA And 
Given Low Value Rating 


Homes of the so-called “shirt 
front” or one-sided-treatment de- 
sign are discouraged by the Feder- 
al Housing Administration and are 
given a low-value rating. 

Architectural designs that are 
considered freakish, or those char- 
acterized as hybrid, are penalized in 
ratings. To receive favorable rat- 
ings, all design motifs should be in 
good taste, have a utility basis, or 
add structural value and attractive- 
ness to the general scheme. 
Elaborate use of motif and detail, 
inclusion of an unnecessary variety 
of materials, and straining for the 
picturesque cannot increase the rat- 
ing, FHA officials declare. Use of 
false effects of roofing, false half- 
timber work, or unusual handling or 
combination of materials usually 
lesssen the salability of a home and 
thus affect the rating adversely.

At our house a favorite supper 
dish is oyster stew. But it is oyster 
stew with a difference because it 
has tomato in it. It is made this 
way: 

Tomato-Oyster Stew 


4 tablespoons butter 

1 tablespoon onion, grated or 
finely chopped 

1 pint oysters and oyster liquor 

1% teaspoons salt 

% teaspoon pepper 

3 cups milk, scalded 

% cup condensed tomato soup, 
heated 


Cook the grated or very finely 
chopped onions in the butter. Pick 
over the oysters, removing 
bits of shell, then drain and 
reserve liquor. Add the oys- 
ters to the onion and butter 
with the salt and pepper. 

Cook until the oysters are 
plump and the edges begin to curl. 
Next add the hot milk and oyster 
liquor, and heat to the boiling point, 
but do not boil. Then add the hot 
condensed tomato soup. Mix and 
serve at once with crackers. Serves 
4-6. 

This next fish soup is one that 
can be served any time because the

Easy Fish Soup 
2 cans condensed tomato soup 
2 cans of water 
2 teaspoons grated onion 
1 cup flaked salmon 
2 tablespoons butter

add butter and serve immediately.

SYSTEMS 


Because of the 


countered in providing for proper 
sewage disposal, many Summer 
cottages, camps, and farm dwell- 


ings where additional toilet facili- 
ties are needed have not been im- 
proved by these additions, according 
to Federal Housing Administration 
officials. 

A number of improved disposal 
systems are on the market today 
for houses that do not have city 
sewer connections but which oper- 
ate with full efficiency. 

The prevailing rural sewage sys- 
tem consists of a septic tank, leach- 
ing chambers, and filtration fields. 
Other features which permit auto- 
matic and efficient operation are a 
diverting gate, siphon, special til- 
ing, and fittings. 

Operation of disposal systems is 


simple. The tank may be a reinforc- | 


ed concrete of metal air-tight cham- 
ber and should not have to employ 
any chemicals. Filtration fields con- 
sist of at least two sets of tile lines 
designed to let air reach the sewage 
and permit uniform seepage to the 
soil .
